Strathcona’s Federal Representative 
Succumbs After Only an Iliness 
of One Week. 


A feeling of gloom pervades Strath- 
cona and extends to Edmonton today 
as a result of the sudden death of 
Dr. Wilbert McIntyre, Federal repre- 
sentative of the Strathcona constitu- 
ency, which ‘took place at half-past 
four o'clock this morning. A week 
ago yesterday he was taken ill, and 
from a magnificent specinion of man- 
hood, who had suffered scarcely a day 
of illness since childhood, he gradu- 
fly lost strength as a ‘result of acute 
kidney disease. till the end came at 
day break this morning. Since Fri- 
day he has lain at the point of death, 
but hundreds of anxious friends hop 
ed against hope that a change. for the 
better might be reported. Last eevn- 
ing an operation was decided upon 
as a last resort, and he was removed 
to the Strathcona Hospitgl, where 
skilled physicians did everything pos- 
sible, but without avail. 

In the demise of Dr. MelIntyre. 
Strathcona losses one of her best and 
most highly respected citizens, one 
whose death will vir pain to all 
with whom he was ecquainted, To 
political friends and opponents alike 
he was ever the courteous gentleman 
and even in the midst of the bitterest 
political campaign. when a man is 
put to the hardest teet, his opponents 
paid high tribute to his personal 
worth. It was ever his custom to 
treat all in a gentlemanly way and 
no diseourteous act in public or pri- 
vate life was ever charged against 
him. 

_As a man engaged in active political 
life, Dr. McIntyre ever stood for what 
was best in the polities of today.

P.W.A. Men Stay on the Job and

Glace Bay, N.S., July 20.—The 
strike situation éeems unchanged. 
There is no stampede from the ranks 
of the strikers to the collieries and of 
the workmen who belong to the 
P.W.A. few, if any, have joined the 
strike. The «strike leaders claim 
they have 5,500 men on the rolls, 
while the company refuse to give out 
a statement as to the number of men 
in the collieries.

MITS MURDER 


Shot Down His Financee in Presence 
ef Soldiers Who Had Arrested 
Him for Threatening Her. 


Leavenworth, Kansas, July 20.— 
Private Charles O'Neil, military pri- 
son guard, shot down Miss Minnie 
Sharbor, his sweetheart, in the pre- 
sence of several army officers and 
their wives in Grant avenue, Fort 
Leavenworth, today. O'Neil was 
jealous of the gir’ and called at the 
rome of Captain Charles Muyphy, 
where she was employed as a maid, 
shortly after reveille this morning 
and tried to quarrel with her. O'Neil 
then came to Leavenworth and bought 
a double action revolver and called 
on the girl a second time at Captain 
Murphy's home. He displayed the 
revolver and told her he intended to 
kill them both with it. The girl ran 
upstairs to Mrs. Murphy's room and 
locked herself in, white Mrs. Murphy 
telephoned for help. O'Neil ran away 
before Lieutenant Russell Hand, the 
officer of the day, arrived with a de- 
tail of soldiers. O'Neil was after- 
wards captured on the west end par- 
ade and taken to the front door of 
Captain Murphy's home, while the 
irl was asked to step to the front 
door to identify the prisoner. O'Neil 
had the revolver concealed in his 
coat, and pulling it out unnoticed, 
shot sunder Lieutenant Hand’s arm 
and killed the girl. He shot four 
times -before the officers or soldiers 
could over power him. Mrs. Murphy 
escaped a bullet by dodging behind 
a door, O'Neil was rushed to the 
guard house and at one o'clock ‘was 
taken out with a squad of petty pri- 
éoners to be shackled in the black- 
smith shop.

FARMERS GATHER 
AT MODEL FAR 


Large Crowd Took in Excursion to 
Lacombe Yesterday—What is 
Being Done at the Farm. 


To do the pioneer work in agri- 
culture, to experiment with all the 
forms of vegetable growth, to deter- 
mine the varieties of earliest ma- 
turity, to prove those most suitable 
to the Alberta climate and to demon- 
strate the proper time of seeding— 
this is the justification which “the 
province of Alberta sees in the Do- 
minion Experimental Farm at La- 
com be. 

in the early days when agriculture 
was geting a footing in the province 
every farmer did his own experi- 
menting. He was an agriculturalist 
of the hit and yniss variety. He 
chose his grein more or less by guess 
work, sowed it on a speculation and 
harvested it by good fortune. That 


he learned hoe te farm and how nor 
to farm was due to his own intelli- 
ence and observation and often ue 
ound experience a dear teacher. 

Two years ago the Dominion de- 
partment of agriculture established 
a farm at Lacombe with the object 
of teaching by actual experiments the 
principles of agriculture which are 
applicable to this province. In this 
period of time great progress haa been 
made under the direction of Geo. Hut 
ton, the superintendent. The fafm 
was an old neglected homestead, but 
now almost the entire acreage is Je- 
voted to experimental plots of grains, 
grases, trees, fruits and plants, Beau- 
tiful lawns and ornamental trees find 
a place on the farm and the build- 
ings themselves are constructed with 
the dual object of beauty of archi- 
tecture and usefulness, In short tne 
farm can be said to be modal as well 
as experimental, 

It is well stated that the farmers of 
the province get in touch with ine 
work being done at the Lacombe 
farm, If the experiments are to 
benefit them they must know of the 
results that have been attained. 
Realizing the necessity of this the 
provincial department of agriculture 
organized an excursion to Lacomde 
and set the date for Tuesday, July 
20th. The day was perfect and fully 
500 people took advantage of the op- 
portunity, The train from the south 
as far as Calgary brought 150 and 
all the drains from the north brought 
250 visitors to the farm including 
scores from points along the Wetaski- 
win branch. Forty pasengers were 
on the special which left Strathcona 
in the morning, and great numbers 
were taken aboard at every station 
along the line. The special from BSiet- 
tler also brought a goodly number of 
visitors. Equally encouraging, how- 
ever, was the interest taken in the 
excursion by the loca] farmers, They 
drove into Lacumbe for miles 
throughout the country and contribut- 
ed in no small degree to the success 
of the day. 

Tour of the Farm. 

The large crowd arrived shortly be- 
fore twelve o’cloog and had lunen 
on the grounds. Early in the ater 
noon they were divided into groups of 
five and headed by an experienced 
assistane were taxen on a’ tour of 
inspection oyer ¢he farm. Later in 
the day they asembled in an open air 
hall, where most instructive speeches 
were made by Superintendent Hut- 
ton, W. F. Puffer, M. P.P., Senator 
Talbot, H. 4. Craig, Superintendent 
of fairs and institutes, Geo. Harcourt, 
deputy minister of agriculture; W. C. 
MeKillican, of the Dominion Seed 
branch ,W. F. Stevens, live stock 
commissener; E. J. Fream, secretary 
) F, A., and F, 8. Jacobs, editor of 
the Farm and Ranch Review. 

Those who saw the farm six weeks 
ago were surprised at the wonderful 
growth which the vegetation has ‘te- 
quired, All the grain, including near- 
ly two hundred separate plots of 
wheat, oats, barley and rye, is well 
headed out, and some plots are be- 
ginning to show signs of ripening. 
The ornamental trees are looking te- 
markably well and the petatoes, cora 
and vegetables would be hard to gur- 
pass in any quarter. Delicious straw- 
berries are a delectable product of 
the farm which has already reacher 
the stage of fruition. 

The grain plota were the most 'na- 
teresting subject of observation. In 
winter wheat, the plots suffered by 
winter killing, but there was apparent 
the comparative hardiness of Turkey 
Red winter wheat. Dawson’s Golden 
Chaff has not stood the winter well, 
consequently the moral is to etay 
with the Alberta Red for safety. 

Etensive experiments are being 
conducted in spring wheat sown ut 
different periods. A first class plot 
is that of the variety known 1s 
Downy Riga. It ie an import from 
Southern Russia and i« said to be 
excellent for milling purposes, Of 
the barley plota showing several 
varieties sown at hhe same period, 
the six rowed barley has proved to 
have the earliest growth. That in 
packed soi] was much more priifie 
than in the unpacked, and the yield 
per acre is expected to be about 20 
per cent greater. 

Varieties and Time of Seeding. 

Experiments are being made in oats 
sown at different periods of time and 
in different quantities per acre. The 
most promising are Banner, Abun- 
dance and Golden Beauty. Of var-

THE NECESSITY OF 
SAVING RESOURCES 


is Lifebtood of Soil, and Forests are 
Needed to Hold It. 


In the July issue of the Canadian 
West Monthly Mr. William Whyte, 
s.cond vice-president of the C. P. R., 
co.tr butes an article entitled Th 
Wer Against Waste, in which he 
vigts ine necessity of forest preserva- 
tion in Canada. A number of seic + 
tions from Mr. Whyte’s article are 
app nded and indicate its tone and 
d rection, : 

Fiom Cape Breton to Virginia the 
original English eettlers of America 
found themselves in a country of 

‘natural opulence so great, especially 
in timber, water and soil, that such 
an eventuality as exhaustion or even 

, appreciable impairment never sug- 
gested itself, That was only three 
hundred and fifty years ago,—and 

less. They came from a land where 
thrift and care had been taught vy 
centuries of experience, but the old 
ways were soon forgotten, and never 
renewed. Until very lately, there 
was no uneasiness, no economy. On 
the contrary, a tremendous incoming 
swirl of humanity swept across the 
continent alter the eighteen-sixties, 
carrying with it the same reckless- 
ness, the same waste, so that foresis 
have faded, streams have at some 
seasons washed bare the lands and 
at others left them parching. .Iron 
and coal have shrunken. to a known 
supply sufficient at the present rate 
of use for not much more than an- 
other hundred years, Oj] and ga? 
fields once thought perpetual have 
died out ;and ‘in some of the older 
sections, the soil itself has become 
sterile. We have sported with our re 
sources until the end of them has 
begun to threaten, but we are for 
tunate in knowing what is left; and 
beyond the remainder, we know how 
we may bring back out of nature’s 
eternal reservoir a restoration of, or- 
iginal opulence to at least the most 

-in-portant of the things we had. 

, Conservation Projects. 

The conferenec held at Washing- 
ton in February by the United States, 
Canada and Mexico for the first 
move towards what is hoped will he 
a world-wide system of conservation 
whereby may be preserved for eacn 
people the best it has for itself, and 
the most useful for others. The ques- 
tions and policies involved are 
Stronger than national boundary lines 
since nature knows nothing about 
such things and her stores and 
streams underlie or cross them io 
such a way as to require treatment ia 
the maas and by the centralized best 
judgment of all the peoples. This 
first move therefore is of continental 
scope, and ig concerned directly witn 
things that lie at the very base of 
the daily individual life and susten- 
ance of everyone living between the 
two great seas. The goversments 
will deal eventually with all resources 
of whatever kind, but there are two 
so closely related that they are 
tically one; and on that one 
more than on all ‘the others. 1 mean 
timber-and-water. 

The Rate of Destruction. 

The United States has come to the 
edge of a period where distress is im- 
minent, through utter improvidence, 
and the indulgence of private and 
corporate rapacity in dealing wita 
the natural water supply and strip- 
ping the earth of trees. Canada, 
with less than a tenth of the popu- 
Jation byt a superficial area, has been 
gleefully toddling along, on her owa 
side of the fence, swinging her litt's 
ae and burning her little fires, just 
like her big sister, but without the 
plentitude of numerical power to do 
us yet more than initial harm, Her: 
ie where Cunada may profitably stoo 
and see what the big sister has done 
with her resources, and shape her 
own conduct in ways of righteousness 
accordingly. The timbered areas v' 
what are now Canada and the United 
States was originally about a_pvillion 
and a quarter acres; Nearly four 
hundred and fifty million acres have 
been. stripped, practically all within 
the last fifty years, mostly with the 
last thirty-five. The rate of destruc- 
tion has been very swift. It must be 
checked. 

Reforestration Necessary. 

The disturbance of those natural 
arrangements which worked out to a 
seasonable equitation of water sup 
ec nie hpgafhdiya eiomeifhm rifitde 
ply changed the face of the immedi- 
ate basins of the Mississippi and the 
Ohio. No one will ever know the 
money measure ot the havoc thus 
wrought as against the personal 
gain to the so-called lumber kings 
who caused it. To check it and in- 
sofar as may be, to restore the old 
conditions, the United States has 
been obliged to come forward with 
the institution of a system of dams 
in the upper reaches of those rivers, 
to govern their flow throughout the 
year. Retorestation and afforestation 
both slow processes, have begun, and 
in time the evil will be corrected, °o 
far as human skill may go. These 
are but two of many instances that 
might be cited. The maritime prov- 
inees of Canada could! furnish others, 
though none so glaring. But an in- 
dication of the teadency in Canada 
is iurmished, by the statement made 
by W. C. H. Grimmer, surveyor-gen- 
eral of New Brunswick at the annual 


meeting of the Canadian Forestry 
association held in Toronto last 
February. Mr, Grimmer said then 


that timer limits in New Brunswick 
which in 1898 were rated at $8 per 
mile, were held in 1908 at $200 to 
$500 per mile. Great Britain’s royal 
commission on coast erosion last year 
mede a survey of the timber re- 
sources of the world, more especial- 
ly as bearing upon the supply for the 
British market, which takes about 
£30,090,000 worth annually. The 
commission’s investigations confirmed 
the belief already prevailing, that the 
sources of supply hitherto depended 
upon, were becoming exhausted, and

THE DEPORTED SHAH. 


He Will Probably Depart Shortly With 
the Queen to Reside in Russia. 


Teheran, July 19—Mohammed Ali, the 
dethroned Shah, who is now in the Rus- 
sian bummer legation, has declined to 
receive a deputation to inform him of 
his deposition, Sipardar and Sardar- 
ana the leaders in the Nationalist move 
ment last night sent the following tele 
gram to the British and Russian lega- 
tions;

a classic in imperial literature, until 
Dominion Day, when, with but few | 
exceptions, its members were present 
at the impressive dinner by which 
the Canadians celebrated the forty- 
second birthday of their confedera 
tion. During these four weeks the 
overseas delegates numbering over fit- { 
ty representative journalists from all} 
parts of the empire, with some two 
dozen Jadies, wives and daughters of 
delegates, were an organized commun 
ity, living together, travelling togeth- 
er, taking part iu public deliberation: 
which attracted the attention of the 
world, they were the guests at 
series of functions, official and social, 
#lmost> without a parallel, and at the 
same time by asociation and pro 
pinquity interchanging constant!y 
with one another views, impressions 
and opinions, esta>lishing friendships 
until the company became not an ar- 
bitrary association of unite but a good 
ly fellowship, almost a family gath- 
ering. 

It was a striking illustration of how 
similarity of tastes and community of 
idea affords a foundation for friend 
ships, made in a moment, yet endur 
ing for life; and was mightily signi- 
ficant of the essential solidarity > 
race. Far-flung over the world, divid 
ed by the tumbling waves of the seas, 
separated by geperations from the 
common stock, the race is one and in- 
divisible; and the Canadian, the New 
Zealander, the Australian, and the 
home-keeping Briton do not require 4 
prolonged adjustment of peculiaritics 
of vision and belief as precedent to 
that mutual understanding which is 
the esence of friendship. They «o 
not need to “become acquainied’’; ail 
that is necessary is that they should 
meet. Meeting, they recognize one 
another, at once, as brothers—severed 
long by time and distance, but broth- 


ers still! The hearty, deep, immedi- 
ate fraternization of these journal 
ists from all parts of the world, was 


deeply significant; it foreshadowed 
the rapid, the electric, growth of in- 
terdominion friendliness and regard 


to follow that widening of the know 
ledge of one another which must be 
the first fruits of the Conference. 

The four weeks covered by the con 
ference and its atendant and subsi- 
diary functions was a period of 
breathless, 80 crowded. with mov 
ment, thrat it was impossiple even to 
capture passing impressions by 4 
timely note; and, looking back from 
the quiet of a recovered position in 
the grateful obscurity of one’s or- 
dinary work, the effect is cinemeto* 
graphic—a confused flashing panora 
ina of radiant, beautiful scenes. Yet 
from the moving mass certain general 
impressions emerge ; and these I pro- 
pose in a series of brief articles to set 
down ,in the hope that they will nave 
a measure of interest for the readers 
of the Free Press. 

First as to the conference itself—its 
origin, its objective and its personnel. 
{ sprang from an inspiration which 
came to Mr. Harry E. Brittain oo 
Winnipeg in the autumn of 1907, 
while making a tour with Mrs. Brit 
tain, through Canada, He discussed 
the project at the time with Winnipeg 
parties, the writer inculded; subse 
quently at Ottawa with Earl Grey, 
whose sympathetic interest was 4% 
once enlisted; and upon his return 
to London he submitted his idea to 
(©. Arthur Pearson, to whom it mad* 
an immediate and potent appeal, 
Lord Northeliffe, and his business as- 
sociate, Mr. Kennedy Jones, were 
next enlisted; Lord Burnham, the 
proprietor of the London Daily Tele 
graph, accepted the presidency, and 
his son, the Hon. Harry Lawson re 
wesented him inost efficiently in the 
uctive work of the committee: Mr 
Robert Donald, the editor of the 
Chronicle, a great and growing figure 
in London journalism, associated 
himself with the movement, and Mr. 
J.. A. Spender, the editor of the West 
minster Gazette—the leading figure ‘ua 
English Liberal journalism—co-oper 
ated heartily, Launehed under these 
distinguished auspices the movement 
secured the suppert of British jour 
nals and journalists of all classes, 
ol the leading men of all parties; of 
great public bodies and corporations ; 
and of those social leaders whose co- 
apres in an ancient and ordered 

ommunity like England, is essen- 

ial =to success Mr. Brittain—a 
young man of affairs, interested in a 
proprietary sense in a number of pub- 
lieations -worked out the project with 
the assistance of these associates; but 


the conference—all were the work of 
this smiling young man, who never 
seemed to have anything much to do 
and found plenty of time to visit 
about among the delegates and inter 
est himself directly in their happi 
nes and comfort. Mr. Brittain gave 
the delegates one impression which 
was so deepened by — further 
experience that they’ are not like- 
ly to forget it—that your English 
business man is a superb organizer. 
But he 
suspicion of a brass band anywhere 
about the premises, with an utter ab- 
sence of pose and pretence that one 
is not likely to think about his work 
unlesa the completeness and satisfac- 
tion of the result compels considera: 
tion of the cause. 


The calling of the conference was 
beset with difficulties. There was 
no organization in existence to deal 
with the matter; and the London 
committee had perforce to devise a 
policy and carry it out. They made 


an allotment of representatives among 
various over-seas dominions, to Can- 
ada, to Australia, to New Zealand, to 
South Africa, to India and the Crown 
colonies. The allotment had ot 
necessity to be an arbitrary one, 
modified by considerations of popu- 
lation, of political minorities and 
othe fact6rs’ For Canada’ the re- 
presentatives were divided among the 
cities upon the basis of population; 
and in each eity the daily newspapers 
chose the delegates—an arrangement 
which on the whole operated — satis- 

factorily. Elsewhere this was varied. 

and in ceriain cases individual news: 

papers were invited to se end represen: 

tatives. Methods were varied to meet 

new conditions—and everything wae 
subordinated to the desire of the com- 

mitiee to get together a gathering 
which would adequately represent the 

newspaper press of the Empire.

GAVE LIFE FOR FRIEND. 


The body of Willie Shaw, aged 22, 
who was drowned at Medicine » Hat 
seevral days ago, will be brought to 
Strathcona this afternoon and taken 
to the home of his father, Arthur 
Shaw, of Colchester. The particulars 
of the death are exceedingly sad and 
show that Shaw lost his life while 
endeavoring to save another young 
man who was drowning.

PEAT FUEL INDUSTRY IN CANADA 


The importance of the peat fuel in- 
dustry to the central portion of Can- 
ada, where coal fuel is non-existant 
and its importation is comparatively 
costly, requires no demonstration. 

The mines branch of the department 
of mines, Ottawa, issued a year ago 
& report on Peat and Lignite: Their 
Manufacture and Uses in Europe, with 
the object of giving to Canadians as 
complete a review as possible of this 
industry in those countries in which 
it has been most successfully carried 
on 

This report is now followed by a 
bulletin entitled, The Investigation of 
the Peat Bogs and Peat Industry of 
Canada, during the season of 1908-09, 
by Erik Nystrom, M.E., peat expert.

PEACE RIVER SETTLERS. 


Winnipeg, Free Press: Interesting 
leters htave been received from a par- 
ty of 36 Ontario people, who set out 
from Toronto on March 18 to form a 
colony in the far-eway lands of the 
Peace River district. Most of these 
are farmers, but several are Toronto 
boys, including Donald ©. Cranston, 
Garnet Truax, George Flint and Sam 
Sargent, are with the expediiton. 

Leaving Edmonton on May 19 wit’) 
18 yoke of oxen and a year’s supplies, 
the long trek of 550 miles was begun, 
the direct winter route of 240 miles 
being impassable from muskegs. 

As far as Athabasca Landing the 
roads were found in fair condition 
and the 110 miles were covered in 
seven days. Here arrangements were 
made to snip most of the supplies by 
the steamer “Midnight Sun,” to the 
west end of Lesser Slave Lake. The 
women and children were also left to 
proceed by water. The party got 4 
contract to chop 200 cords of wood at 
$2 a cord for the navigation company, 
and this paid the freight and pas- 
sages, 

The land route from Athabasca 
Landing around the north shore ot 
the laek is described as decidedly 
strenuous, especially the hills. Bald 
hill, about two and a half miles long, 
took two and a half days to sur 
mount, and four oy five teams of oeen 
had to be put on a load to get it up. 
Other hills were so steep and icy that 
the oxen were sometimes sliding on 
their hips alf of the way down, and 
several upsets occurred. Often cor- 
duroy reads had to be built before the 


outfit could proceed. Martin river, 
four and a half feet deep, and quite 
wide, had to be forded. 
children rejoined the party and a 
start was made about the middle cf 
June for Peace River crossing. They 
Beaver Lodge, Grand Prairie, their 
objective point, which they expected 
to reach about July 5.

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THAW DENIES STORY, 


Says He Never 
Wife—Details of the Trial. 


White Plains, N.Y., July 16—For 
three days the state has been trying 
to bring out that Thaw threatened his! 
wife's life on one of er visite to Mat- 
tewan, as tending to show his irra- 
tiouwality. Blecked at first by objec- 
tions, which were sustained by the 
court, Thaw’s attorney at last failed 
to show that the alleged conversation 
at Mattewan was confidential, as be- 
tween man and wife, and when Evelyn 
Thaw took the witness chair this aft- 
etiioon her lips were unsealed as she 
told as if in fear what Thaw’e lawyer 
has sought most to keep back—of his 
alleged threat to take her life if he 
were not released from the-asylum. 


Deputy Attorney General Clark ask- 
ed her:— 

“Did Harry Thaw, at any time, say 
this to you, or this in substance: ‘I 
shall have to kill you when I get out 
of here?’”’ 

Mrs.Thaw appealed to the court and 
begged Justice Mills not to make her 
answer the question, 

With tears in her eyes, Mrs. Thaw 
said: “I do not want to answer that 
question, It places me in a terrible 
position. My husband will refuse to 
support me the minute I answer, and 
I will incur his everlasting enmity. 
I am very much afraid to answer it. 
I do not care how le has treated me, 
T am still marr‘ed to him, and IT do 
not want to answer it.” 

Justice Mills instructed the witness 
to answer, and she said with a long 
drawn sigh, ‘‘yes, he did.” 

“What were his exact words?” de- 
manded Mr. Clark. 

“He said, ‘when I get-out of here, 
1] suppose I will have to kill you,’”’ 

“Why did he say that?’ 

“We were discussing his mental con- 
dition. I had asked him what he 
meant, and he said, ‘you know I was 
not crazy on the night that I shot 
White.’ I asked him again, and he 
said, ‘you know that I missed White 
by two minutes on the day before.’”’ 

Harry K. Thaw, when asked about 
his wife’s testimony aiter court ad- 
journed, said he was not surprised at. 
her attitude, but he emphatically de- 
nied that he had ever threatened her 
life. 

“It is very plain to every-one that 
her story is not true,” he said. “TI 
never threatened to kill her. First, she 
days one thing, and thén another.” 

“Is it true that you made an at- 
tempt on White’s life on the day be- 
fore the homicide was committed?"’ he 
was asked. Y 

“If IT had, you would have learned 
before this,” replied Thaw.- 

Evelyn Thaw on the stand gave a 
familiar Thaw trial touch to the pro- 
ceedings, as did some of the other 
testimony, dragging out the unsav- 
ory details concerning Stanford

LIFE 1N THE FAR NORTH. 


Leader of an Expedition to That Coun- 
try Has Sent a Letter. 

Ottawa, July 19—An interesting let- 
ter has just been received at the geo- 
logical survey here from M. V. 6tef- 
anson, leader of the joint expedition, 
sent out to the north over a year ago 
by the American Museum of Natural 
History and the Geological Survey of 
Canada. The letter was posted on 
February 12, but only reached Ottawa 
a few days ago. It is dated drom 
Port Barrow, about the most northerly 
inhabited point on the mainland in 
the region of the Arctic circle, ond 
tells a graphic tale of the trials wnd 
hardships of the expedition party, 
while at the same time giving a de- 
scription of the habits of the Esquimos 
of the farther north. The letter is writ. 
ten on ruled paper torn from a note 
book, and has travelled to Ottawa by 
the hands of Esquimos, Indians and 
white men, by dog train, boat and
